Organization  Meeting  —  January  14,  1959 
State  House,  Concord,  New  Hampshire 

Rockinghham  County  Delegation,  met  as  stated  above 
in  room  #100,  at  11:30  A.M. 

In  the  absence  of  the  chairman,  Vice-chairman  Mrs. 
Mary  Dondero  presided.  The  roll  was  called.  Present 
were  50  representatives;  1  delegate. 

The  vice-chairman  called  for  nomination  of  office  for 
county  delegation  chairman  for  1959-1960.  Mr.  Jones, 
Fremont,  placed  in  nomination  the  name  of  Douglas 
Hunter  of  Hampton.  Mr.  Bisbee  seconded.  Mr.  Robinson 
moved,  Mr.  Foote  seconded  that  nominations  cease  and 
that  one  ballot  be  cast  for  Douglass  Hunter  as  Delega- 
tion chairman.  Being  no  objection  one  ballot  was  cast 
and  Douglass  Hunter  was  unanimously  elected.  Mr. 
Foote,  Mr.  Bisbee  and  Mr.  Jones  escorted  Mr.  Hunter 
to  the  chair. 

The  chairman  called  for  nominations  for  clerk  of  the 
delegation.  Mr.  Cheney,  Newton  placed  in  nomination 
the  name  of  Mildred  L.  Palmer,  Plaistow.  Mr.  Blaisdell 
seconded.  Mr.  Bisbee  moved  that  nominations  cease  and 
that  one  ballot  be  cast  for  Mildred  L.  Palmer.  Motion 
carried  and  Mildred  L.  Palmer  was  elected  clerk. 

Mr.  Blaisdell  moved  that  the  name  of  Mr.  Wardwell 
be  placed  in  nomination  for  vice-chairman.  Mr.  Junkins 
seconded. 

Mrs.  Dondero  spoke  in  opposition  to  the  nomination. 
Mrs.  Dondero  requested  that  some  consideration  should 
be  given  to  the  members  of  the  delegation  who  are 
Democrats. 

Mr.  Peever  placed  in  nomination  the  name  of  Mrs. 
Dondero.  Mr.  Twardus  seconded. 
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Mrs.  Dondero  requested  that  the  delegation  go  on  rec- 
ord by  Roll-Call  as  to  whether  the  office  of  vice-chair- 
man should  be  abolished. 

Mr.  Ward  well  withdrew  his  candidacy  of  office. 

Mr.  Foote  spoke  in  favor  of  retaining  the  office  of 
vice-chairman. 

Mr.  Foote  nominated  Mr.  Blair  of  Epping. 

Mr.  Blair  declined. 

Mrs.  Dondero  requested  whether  any  Democrat  mem- 
ber of  the  delegation  would  accept  the  office  of  vice- 
chairman.  There  being  no  acceptance  Mrs.  White,  Ports- 
mouth Ward  #4  moved  the  office  be  abolished. 

Mr.  Warterhouse  spoke  in  opposition. 

Mr.  Junkins  moved,  duly  seconded  that  nominations 
cease  and  1  ballot  be  cast  for  Mrs.  Dondero  for  vice- 
chairman. 

Mr.  Foote  requested  a  roll-call. 

The  clerk  proceeded  to  call  the  roll. 

Mr.  Foote  withdrew  his  request. 

Mrs.  White,  Ward  #4  requested  a  roll-call. 

The  clerk  proceeded  to  call  the  roll. 

44  representatives ;  1  delegate  voting  YES. 

3  representatives  voting  NO.  Mr.  Junkins'  motion 
prevailed.  The  clerk  cast  one  ballot  and  Mrs.  Dondero 
was  elected  vice-chairman. 

Mr.  Mott  moved,  duly  seconded  that  the  chairman 
appoint  the  members  of  the  County  budget  committee. 

By  hand  vote  the  motion  carried. 

Being  no  future  business  the  meeting  adjourned  sub- 
ject to  call  of  the  chairman.

By  call  of  the  chairman  the  delegation  held  an  exec- 
utive session  this  date  in  Room  #100,  immediately  fol- 
lowing adjournment.    43  members  were  present. 

The  chairman  stated  the  purpose  of  the  meeting  was 
to  learn  what  action  the  delegation  desired  to  take  re- 
garding the  fact  there  failed  to  be  appointed  to  the 
House  Committee  on  "Appropriations"  a  member  of  the 
Rockingham  County  delegation. 

Discussion  ensued. 

Mr.  Sanborn,  moved  duly  seconded  that;  "the  delega- 
tion be  recorded  with  the  Speaker  of  the  House,  that  it 
supports  the  appointment  of  at  least  one  member  of  its 
delegation  to  the  Appropriations  committee  at  the  ear- 
liest opportunity." 

By  unanimous  hand  vote  the  motion  was  adopted. 

The  delegation  also  took  under  consideration  intro- 
duction of  legislation  to  be  entitled  an  act,  "designation 
of  the  house  of  correction  in  Rockingham  County  as  a 
jail." 

Mr.  Gay,  Derry,  moved  duly  seconded  that  the  bill 
be  introduced. 

By  hand  vote  the  motion  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Foote,  Portsmouth,  moved  that  Mrs.  Dondero, 
vice-chairman  be  made  a  member  of  the  executive  com- 
mittee by  virtue  of  her  ex-officio  office. 

The  motion  was  unanimously  adopted. 

Being  no  further  business  the  delegation  adjourned  to 
further  call  of  the  chairman.

In  accordance  with  duly  issued  notice,  the  Rocking- 
ham County  Delegation  met  as  above  noted.  Chairman 
Douglass  Hunter  presided.  Present  were  47  representa- 
tives, 5  delegates. 

For  the  purpose  of  the  delegations  consideration  of 
the  county  budget  for  the  1959  year  as  recommended  by 
the  executive  committee,  the  chair  was  turned  over  to 
Mr.  Winter  Eastman,  chairman  of  the  executive  com- 
mittee. 

Upon  proper  motions,  duly  seconded  by  members  of 
the  delegation,  all  budget  items  as  recommended  by  the 
committee  were  accepted  with  the  exceptions  of  items 
18  and  33. 

Item  18    "County  Home  &  Hospital'' 

Mr.  Gay,  Derry,  moved;  that  21o^  be  deducted  from 
the  total  appropriation  as  recommended  by  the  County 
Commissioners.  The  motion  was  duly  seconded. 

Much  discussion  ensued. 

Mr.  Gordon,  Sandown,  offered  an  amendment  that; 
the  per-centage  of  deduction  be  raised  to  3%. 
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The  question  then  being  upon  the  amendment. 

The  chair  called  for  a  division  vote. 

26  members  having  voted  in  the  negative — -13  mem- 
bers having  voted  in  the  affirmative  the  amendment  was 
lost. 

Mr.  Gay  then  withdrew  his  original  motion  and  fur- 
ther moved;  that  the  total  amount  of  $449,689.60,  for 
"County  Home  and  Hospital"  as  recommended  by  the 
executive  committee  be  adopted.  The  motion  was  duly 
seconded,  and  it  was  so  voted. 
Item  13  'Tainting" 

Mr.  Kimball,  Derry,  moved  that  the  amount  of  $1,- 
000.00  be  appropriated.  The  motion  was  duly  seconded. 

Discussion  ensued. 

By  voice  vote  the  motion  was  adopted. 

Upon  discussion  of  items  under  "Estimated  Receipts", 
Mr.  Junkins,  Hampton,  moved  that;  "the  receipts  for 
"Portsmouth  Court  House,  rents,"  be  increased  by  $1,- 
000.00.  The  motion  was  duly  seconded.    It  was  so  voted. 

Mrs.  Palmer,  Plaistow,  moved,  duly  seconded,  that  all 
other  items  appearing  under  "Receipts"  be  accepted. 
Motion  carried. 

Mr.  Bisbee,  Derry,  moved,  duly  seconded,  that:  "The 
convention  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $847,707.- 
59,  crediting  against  this  the  estimated  revenue  and 
surplus  of  $255,894.38,  and  committing  to  county  tax 
$591,831.21.    It  was  so  voted. 

NEW  BUSINESS: 

OPERATION  OF  COUNTY  RADIOS  —  Mr.  Sanborn 
moved  that ;  The  commissioners  of  Rockingham  County 
and  the  Sheriff  of  Rockingham  County  meet  and  con- 
sider the  ways  and  means  of  increasing  the  efficiency 
of  operation  of  county  radios  without  impairing  serv- 
ice otherwise  rendered  by  county  employees,  decreasing 
the  expenses  thereof  and  be  prepared  to  render  a  re- 
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port  of  their  conclusion  at  a  meeting  of  the  executive 
committee  of  the  county  delegation  on  March  16,  1959 
at  Brentwood. 

Mr.  Sanborn  spoke  in  favor  of  the  motion. 

The  motion  was  duly  seconded,  and  it  was  so  voted. 

COUNTY  COURT  HOUSE:  Mr.  Mott,  Newington,  of- 
fered the  following  motion  and  moved  its  adoption : 

'The  Chairman  of  the  County  Delegation  appoint  a 
committee  of  seven,  including  ex-officio  the  Chairman 
of  the  delegation  and  of  the  executive  committee  for 
the  purpose  described  hereafter. 

The  committee  to  be  known  as  the  County  Court 
House  and  Records  Building  Committee.  Their  term  of 
office  to  be  until  the  work  hereafter  assigned  them  is 
completed  or  until  December  31,  1961,  whichever  comes 
first. 

The  committee  shall  be  empowered  and  is  hereby  di- 
rected to  engage  an  architect  to  design  one  building  to 
adequately  house  the  functions  now  carried  on  in  the 
Exeter  and  Portsmouth  Court  Houses,  Record  build- 
ing and  such  other  related  County  agencies  as  seem 
desireable.  These  plans  need  not  be  final  detailed  build- 
ing plans  but  should  be  sufficiently  executed  as  to  show 
floor  layouts,  outside  appearance  and  to  permit  approx- 
imate cost  figuring  at  any  given  future  time. 

In  planning  with  the  architect  the  Committee  will 
work  closely  with  the  following  groups  whose  work  in 
the  building  will  be  greatest.  Superior  and  Probate 
Court  Justices,  Rockingham  County  Bar  Association, 
Registrars  of  Deeds  and  Probate,  County  Commission- 
ers, Sheriff's  department  and  any  other  groups  or  per- 
sons at  interest. 

The  sum  of  $1500.  (fifteen  hundred  dollars)  is  hereby 
appropriated  to  be  used  in  purchasing  these  plans  and 
is  to  be  used  with  the  understanding  that  it  is  a  final 
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payment,  unless  the  County  decides  to  use  the  plans  in 
a  building  at  some  future  date,  in  which  event  the  sum 
of  $1500.  will  be  considered  a  down  payment  toward  the 
eventual  architectural  cost,  should  the  same  architect 
be  awarded  the  contract  at  that  time." 

Mr.  Bisbee  spoke  in  favor  of  the  motion. 

Discussion  ensued. 

Mr.  Sanborn  requested  that  he  be  recorded  as  op- 
posed to  the  motion. 

Mr.  Wardwell  spoke  against  the  motion  and  further 
moved : 

That  the  matter  be  laid  upon  the  table  until  some 
future  date. 

Mr.  Sanborn  seconded. 

Mr.  Foote  requested  a  roll-call. 

19  having  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

16  having  voted  in  the  negative,  the  motion  to  lay 
upon  the  table  prevailed. 

The  delegation  adjourned  at  4:30  P.M.

EXECUTIVE  MEETING 
Brentwood,  New  Hampshire 
March  16,  1959 

The  executive  meeting  of  the  Rockingham  County 
delegation,  met  at  the  county  farm  as  of  the  above  date, 
at  1:30  P.M.  11  members  were  present.  The  chairman, 
Winter  Eastman,  presided. 

Also  present  were :  County  Commissioners  Ira  Brown 
and  William  Bartlett,  Sr.,  and  Sheriff  George  Sampson. 

The  chairman  called  for  discussion  of  the  Sanborn 
motion  as  voted  by  the  County  Delegation  meeting  of 
February  23,  1959.  "Operation  of  County  Radios."  The 
situation  was  discussed  and  the  County  Commissioners 
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and  Sheriff  Sampson  agreed  that  all  parties  concerned 
were  now  in  accord  with  the  management  of  the  oper- 
ation of  the  county  radios. 

Delegation  chairman,  Douglass  Hunter  stated  that  all 
funds  appropriated  under  the  Delegation  Expenses  of 
the  county  budget  for  1959  have  now  expired.  It  is  the 
request  of  the  Executive  Committee  that  the  com- 
missioners increase  this  item  in  consideration  of  the 
1960  budget. 

Mrs.  Dondero  moved,  duly  seconded,  that;  the  county 
delegation  and  the  executive  committee  be  reimbursed 
for  mileage  as  provided  under  Chapter  272:1,  Laws  of 
1957.  This  motion  to  be  effective  January  1,  1959. 

The  motion  was  adopted. 

The  committee  discussed  the  prospect  of  increased 
rental  receipts  for  the  Portsmouth  Court  House.  The 
Commissioners  will  report  at  a  later  date  on  this  item. 

Being  no  further  business  the  meeting  adjourned 
at  3  o'clock. 

The  committee  visited  the  County  House  of  Correc- 
tion.

The  Delegation  met  as  above  stated  for  the  purpose 
of  a  Public  Hearing  on  House  Bill  #146  an  act  "desig- 
nating the  house  of  correction  in  Rockingham  county 
as  a  jail." 

Chairman  Douglas  Hunter  presided.  40  members  were 
present.  The  bill  was  read. 

Discussion  ensued. 

Mr.  John  Twardus,  Newmarket,  sponsor  of  the  bill 
spoke  in  its  favor. 
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Commissioner  William  Bartlett,  Sr.,  spoke  in  oppo- 
sition. He  stated  that  the  cost  of  operation  would  in- 
crease the  county  budget  approximately  $10,000.  an- 
nually. 

Sheriff  George  Sampson,  spoke  in  opposition,  mainly 
upon  the  increased  cost  of  operation  to  the  county. 

Mrs.  Dondero  spoke  in  opposition. 

Others  speaking  in  opposition  and  desiring  to  be  re- 
corded as  opposed  were:  Mr.  Foote  of  Portsmouth,  Mr. 
Murch  of  Portsmouth,  Mr.  Dame  of  Portsmouth,  Mr. 
Bisbee  of  Derry  and  Mr.  Kimball  of  Derry. 

Mr.  Merrill,  Exeter,  gave  a  report  of  the  findings  of 
the  study  committee  appointed  by  the  1957  delegation. 
It  was  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  that  the 
county  House  of  Correction  not  be  designated  as  a  jail. 

EXECUTIVE  SESSION 

Mr.  Sanborn  moved,  motion  duly  seconded  that  House 
Bill  #146  be  reported  "inexpedient  to  legislate." 

The  motion  carried.

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Mr.  Sanborn  moved,  Mr.  Robinson  seconded ;  that  the 
committee  acknowledge  receipt  of  the  commissioners 
semi-annual  report.  VOTED. 

Commissioners'  report  on  rental  of  Portsmouth 
County  Courthouse  space  to  Probation  Department  dis- 
cussed. 

Mr.  Sanborn  moved.  Mr.  Blair  seconded;  that  the 
question  of  rent  for  the  Probation  Department  in  Ports- 
mouth County  Courthouse  be  returned  to  the  Commis- 
sioners without  recommendation  for  action  in  1959,  but 
with  the  recommendation  that  the  Commissioners  re- 
solve all  questions  of  1960  rent  before  the  Probation 
Department  files  its  budget  for  that  year.  VOTED. 

Bill  re;  Election  of  County  Commissioners  by  Dis- 
tricts discussed.  Chairman  Eastman  agreed  to  keep 
posted  on  Senate  developments. 

Mr.  Robinson  moved,  Mr.  Sanborn  seconded ;  that  the 
subject  be  referred  to  next  meeting  of  County  delega- 
tion. VOTED. 

Being  no  further  business  the  meeting  adjourned  at

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ROCKINGHAM  COUNTY  ATTORNEY'S  REPORT 


During  the  past  few  years  there  has  been  a  grad- 
ual increase  in  the  volume  of  criminal  activity  in 
Rockingham  County.  The  steadily  increasing  popula- 
tion seems  to  account  for  it.  The  most  prevalent  fel- 
onies continue  to  be  breaking,  entry  and  larceny  in 
unoccupied  buildings,  and  check  passing. 

Rockingham  County  has  been  fortunate  in  having 
relatively  few  crimes  of  violence  over  the  years.  In 
1959,  however,  there  were  four  armed  robberies  in- 
volving seven  defendants.  All  the  participants  were 
apprehended  and  have  been  either  sentenced  or  are 
awaiting  trial. 

I  want  to  thank  all  the  police  officers  for  their  co- 
operation and  commend  them  for  careful  attention  to 
their  work  for  which  they  are  all  too  frequently  under- 
paid.

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SHERIFF'S  REPORT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of 
Commissioners  of  Rockingham  County: 
Gentlemen : 

At  the  conclusion  of  my  first  year  of  serving  the 
county  as  Sheriff,  it  is  my  pleasure  to  submit  this  re- 
port. 

There  has  been  no  major  crime  committed  within  the 
county  during  the  past  year.  The  number  of  breaking 
and  entering  cases  has  increased  slightly  over  that  of 
the  previous  year  but  the  majority  of  these  have  been 
solved. 

A  new  system  for  processing  prisoners  at  the  County 
Farm  has  been  put  into  practice  with  the  full  coopera- 
tion of  the  County  Commissioners  and  the  Superinten- 
dent. By  use  of  this  new  method  plus  the  fact  that  the 
majority  waive  Grand  Jury  indictment  and  are  pre- 
sented to  the  Court  within  an  average  of  two  to  three 
weeks,  thereby  keeping  at  a  minimum  the  number  of 
prisoners  confined  at  Hillsborough  County  Jail  pending 
court  action,  the  cost  of  board  and  care  for  the  prisoners 
at  Hillsborough  County  Jail  this  year  was  reduced  to 
$3,325.43,  with  $6,000.00  allocated  for  this  purpose  in 
the  budget.  Thus  making  a  saving  of  $2,674.57,  which 
saving  was  accomplished  in  spite  of  an  increase  in  the 
daily  rate  from  $1.75  to  $3.00  per  prisoner.  Without  the 
use  of  the  new  system  and  at  the  current  rate  of  board, 
the  cost  of  board  and  care  would  well  have  run  in  excess 
of  $10,000.00. 

The  placing  into  operation  of  the  new  cruiser  should 
sharply  reduce  the  cost  of  transporting  prisoners,  as 
well  as  providing  a  departmental  car  instantly  ready  for 
use  in  emergencies. 

A  Central  Bureau  of  Criminal  Identification  has  been 
established  at  the  Exeter  office  which  should  greatly 
facilitate  matters  in  the  apprehension  of  law  offenders. 
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The  Exeter  office  is  now  open  five  days  a  week  from 
8:30  to  5:00  p.m.,  making  more  readily  available  the 
services  of  myself  and  my  department  to  all  those  with- 
in the  county  who  have  need  of  them. 

May  I  at  this  time  extend  to  County  Attorney  Lindsey 
R.  Brigham,  and  to  all  the  law  enforcement  agencies 
who  have  aided  me  and  my  department  in  the  perform- 
ance of  our  duties  throughout  the  past  year,  my  most 
sincere  thanks.  Also  at  this  time  I  would  like  to  express 
to  my  Deputies  my  appreciation  for  their  assistance  and 
services,  and  I  do  now  submit  a  list  of  the  Deputies, 
active  and  special,  for  the  forthcoming  year  of  1960.
